CRIME AD CASUA1TY.

THE HULL MURDER. 


New York, June 26.—The coroner 


to-day resumed the Hull murder in- 
quest, and hopes to bring it to a close 
in time to permit the giand jury, 
whose term expires Saturday, to pre- 
sent an indictment against Cox, the 
murderer. 
The 
pawnbrokers and 


police added little under oath to the 
stories they have already given the 
public. The room in which the in- 
quest was held was crowded. Cor en- 
'deavored to avoid the gaze of the peo- 
ple. 


Captain Williams testified 
that 


some of the bandages had evidently 
been torn from the sheet on 'the bed. 
Mrs. Hull's elbows were tied with 
stocking supporters. All the band- 
ages matched some part of the bed 
clothing or of Mrs. Hull's garments 
with the exception of the bandage over 
her eyes, which was a piece of old 
ironing cloth which had been used by 
the girl Nancy. There were no marks 
of violence on the body, except a 
small scratch by the side of the nose, 
a little blood under one eye and a 
slight abrasion on one hand. The 
bandages on Mrs. Hull's legs had been 
torn from the counterpane, and one 
pillow was a little discolored, appar- 
ently by some blood which had. oozed 
from Mrs. Hull's mouth. There was

clothes and had originally been used 
by Nancy as a bandage on her own 
wrist which she had sprained. 
Mrs. 


Hull advised her to replace it by a 
flannel bandage, 'and when it was 
taken off, it was left in Mrs. Hull's 
room. 


Mr. Townsend, counsel for Dr. 


Hull's family, asked Capt. Williams 
if it was true asreported that the man 
had told him (witness) that Dr. Hull 
had consulted with him before the 
murder in regard to committing the 
crime. 


Capt. Williams replied that the 


man had said that Dr. Hull spoke to 
him not about murdering Mrs. Hull, 
but about a job of that kind. The 
man was not present and he did not 
know his name. 


Coroner Waltman said he had seen 


the man in question, and had heard 
his story several times. He did not 
know his name and had no reason for 
asking. 


Bella Johnson related the story of 


Cox giving her jewelry. 


'As the assistant district attorney 


began to question witness as to the 
time when Cox came to see her she 
began to cry violently and then pass- 
ed into a fit of hysterics. She fell 
back in convulsions and was carried 
out of the court room. 


Soon afterwards the case was given 


to the jury, who returned a verdict 
that Mrs. JaneL. DeForest Hull came 
to her death by violence at the hands 
of Chastine Cox, on the morning of 
June llth.

SHOT HIS THREE OEILDBEN. 


How John JKemnuIa, of Btelyofce, 


91 Ulcered bis Family — Poison 
Failing-, He Uses the Revolver— 
Sis Cynical Confession. . 


[Springfield (Mass.) Special to New York 
Herald;].'. 


The worst local tradedy since the 


burning of the Holyoke French 
Church in 1875, and one of the coolest 
and most deliberate murders on record 
was perpetrated this afternoon at 
South Holyoke by John Kemnula, 
aged forty-eight,, formerly employed 
at the Germania" Mills,, who shot his 
three children—Annieyaged six; Lute- 
milla, aged four, and^.Mmy,.- aged one. 
The Kemulas live in^an'^.-attic at No. 
375 Park street, in'.cpnip'aTative pov- 
erty, the father having been out of 
work since February, when he desert- 
ed his family to go-to Denver, Col., 
and carried away ths $260 which 
they had saved. Till recently his 
wife supported'' herself and children 
by working in mills and doing odd 
jobs. Kemula, of course came home 
and was soon after ordered to vacate 
his tenement on theground of his idle- 
ness. 


SHOT DOWN 05fE BY ONE. 


Yesterday he sent his wife up the 


street, about 2 p. m., to, buy a hat for 
Amy, and calling the children in from 
the street with promisee, of candy, 
locked the door and'first attempted to 
poison them. He had procured cyan- 
ide of potassium, and.'tried to admin- 
ister it to them in the form of gruel, 
but could only get a few spoonfuls 
down Annie's throat. Seeing it was 
useless, the wretch took Lutemilla in- 
to a bedroom, shut the door, and draw- 
ing a revolver shot .her through 
the head just behind^ ^the ears. He 
then took Annie into -'another bed- 
room, shot her in like, manner and 
left her on the floor. Liistly he laid 
Amy on a bed in the rear bedroom 
and shot her also through the head 
behind the ears. The work in each 
case was done clean. The revolver 
was placed against the head, as large 
powder burns on the face clearly 
show, the bullets pasiing straight 
through both parietal bones of each 
child's skull. 


AFTER THE MURDERS. 


The murdererthen locked the doors, 


went to a neighboring saloon, where 
he gave the barkeeper his key, said 
3 


uietly that he had killed his chil- 
ren and strolled unconcernedly up 


town, remarking that he had taken 
his last glass of beer. When arrested 
in an uptown saloon he gave up his 
revolver, and cooiy acknowledged his 
crime. He said he 
didnH want 


his 
children 
to 
grow up 
to 


a life of vice. 
He 
could not 


support his family; could not see 
them in want, and thought the best 
way was to kill them. Thus, at any 
rate, they would go to heaven. He 
said he had intended to shoot himself, 
but finally concluded to let the law 
take its course. He,: vwanted to die 
anyhow, ICemnula.'-^kes the affair 
vory philosophically, .butfthere is the 
greatest excitement inHolyoke. Kem- 
nula was born at Wurtemberg, in 1831, 
has lived in this country for seven- 
teen years. He could never agree 
with hie wife.

THE HULL MURDER. 


New York, June 26.—The coroner 
to-day resumed the Hull murder in- 
quest, and hopes to bring it to a close 
in time to permit the giand jury, 
whose term expires Saturday, to pre- 
sent an indictment against Cox, the 
murderer. The pawnbrokers and 
police added little under oath to the 
stories they have already given the 
public. The room in which the in- 
uest was held was crowded. Cox en- 
eavored to avoid the gaze of the peo- 
ple. 


Captain Williams testified 
that 
some of the bandages had evidently 
been torn from the sheet on the bed. 
Mrs. Hull's elbows were tied with 
stocking supporters. All the band- 
ages matched some part of the bed 
clothing or of Mrs. Hull's garments 
with the exception of the bandage over 
her eyes, which was a piece of old 
ironing cloth which had been used by 
the girl Nancy. There were no marks 
of violence on the body, except a 
small scratch by the side of the nose, 
a little blood under one eye, and a 
slight abrasion on one hand. The 
bandages on Mrs. Hull's legs had been 
torn from the counterpane, and one 
pillow was a little discolored, appar- 
ently by some blood which had oozed 
from Mrs. Hull's mouth. There was 
also a

the bandage which had 
been 
torn 
from 
the ironin 
clothes and had originally been use 
by Nancy as a bandage on her own 
wrist which she had sprained. Mrs. 
Hull advised her to replace it by 
flannel bandage, and when it was 
taken off, it was left in Mrs. Hull's 
room. 


Mr. Townsend, counsel for Dr. 
Hull's family, asked Capt. Williams 
if it was true as reported that the man 
had told him (witness) that Dr. Hull 
had consulted with him before the 
murder in regard to committing the 
crime. 


Capt. Williams replied 
that the 
man had said that Dr. Hull spoke to 
him not about murdering Mrs. Hull, 
but about a job of that kind. The 
man was not present and he did not 
know his name. 


Coroner Waltman said he had seen 
the man in question, and had heard 
his story several times. He did not 
know his name and had no reason for

T H E COURTS. 


SUPERIOR. 
T h e e a s e o f Holmes V8 Kell Is stiU o n 
trial before a jury. 


How John Hemnula« of Holyoke, 
Mni^ered his Ffkmlly — Poison 
Failingr* He Uses the ReTolTer 
His Cynieal Confession. 


[Springfield (Mass.) Special to New York 
Herald.] 


The worst local tradedy since the 
burning of the Holyoke French 
Church in 1875, and one of the coolest 
and most deliberate murders on record 
was perpetrated this afternoon at 
South Holyoke by John Kemnula, 
aged forty-eight, formerly employed 
at the Germania" Mills, who shot hig 
three children—Annie, aged six; Lute- 
milla, aged four, and Amy, aged one. 
The Kemulas live in an attic at No. 
375 Park street, in comparative pov- 
erty, the father having been out of 
work since February, when he desert- 
ed his family to go to Denver, Col., 
and carried away ths $260 which 
they had saved. Till recently his 
wife supported herself and children 
by working in mills and doing odd 
jobs. Kemula, of course came home 
and was soon after ordered to vacate 
his tenement on the ground of his idle- 
ness. 


SHOT DOWN ONE BY ONE. 


Yesterday he sent his wife up the 
street, about 2 p. m., to buy a hat for 
Amy, and calling the children in from 
the street with promise« of candy, 
locked the door and first attempted to 
poison them. He had procured cyan- 
ide of potassium, and tried to admin- 
ister it to them in the form of gruel, 
but could only get a few spoonfuls 
down Annie's throat. Seeing it was 
useless, the wretch took Lutemilla in- 
to a bedroom, shut the door, and draw- 
ing a revolver shot her through 
the head just behind the ears. He 
then took Annie into another bed- 
room, shot her in like manner and 
left her on the floor. Lastly he laid 
Amy on a bed in the rear bedroom 
and shot her also through the head 
behind the ears. The work in each 
case was done clean. The revolver 
was placed against the head, as large 
powder burns on the face clearly 
show, the bullets pasaing straight 
parietal bones of each 
through both 
child's skull. 


AFTER THE MURDERS. 


The murderer then locked the doors, 
went to a neighboring saloon, where 
he gave the barkeeper his key, said 
quietly that he had killed his chil- 
dren and strolled unconcernedly up 
town, remarking that he had taken 
his last glass of ^ e r . 
When arrested 
in an uptown saloon he gave up his 
revolver, and cooly acknowledged his 
crime. He said he didn't 
want 
his 
children 
to grow up to 
a life of vice. 
He could not 
support his family; could not see 
them in want, and thought the best 
way was to kill them. Thus, at any 
rate, they would go to heaven. He 
said he had intended to shoot himself, 
but finally concluded to let the law 
take its course. He wanted to die 
anyhow. Kemnula takes the afFair 
very philosophically, but there is the 
greatest excitement in Holyoke. Kem- 
nula was born at Wurtemberg, in 1831, 
has lived ia this country for seven- 
teen years. He could never agree 
with his wife.

SMITH is mounted on a high platform, 
labeled "Gazette Lookout, R. Smith, 
Proprietor." The deacon has a tele- 
scope in MB hand, labeled "Cin. 0. 
Gazette," and is gazing intently in the 
direction of Kentucky. His pockets 
are stuffed full of papers labeled "Cin. 
Gazette—Crime in Kentucky." All 
about the deacon are Ohio people, 
fighting, burning, shooting, stabbing, 
lynching, etc., etc., but the deacon 
sees them not, as his gaze is fixed in- 
tently upon Kentucky. 


The Courier-Jouiiial says the details 


which it publishes were not gathered 
by correspondents sent to Ohio for 
that purpose, but were compiled from 
the Ohio papers themselves.

Courier-Journal adds: 


And sad, Indeed, woeful, is the tale they 


tell; of_fathers,.imhrnins thoir-immia m 
the blood of their own children; of hus- 
band's cruelly, yet coolly, taking the lives

SERIOUS RAILROAD ACCIDENT. 


Buffalo, June 25.—The Atlantic express 
on the Lake Shore and Michigan Southern 
Railroad, due here at 1.30 p. m., met with 
a serious accident when near Harrlsburg 
about five milesfrom this city. A special 
coach was attached to the train at Dayton, 
0., containing a funeral party of eleven 
persons, bound for MediiiH.N. Y., where 
the body of the wife of Col. E. Brown, of

Hideous Forms of Satan's Iniqnity—So- 
dom and Gomorrah Retire With a Blazing 
Blush—Tlie Keen Knife, the Ready Re- 
volver, the Red Torch, the Swift Poison— 
A Reign of Unbridled Ijustr-Scratch an 
Ohioan, Find a Turk—Holding a Boy 
Over » Fire and Deliberately Roasting 


Him Alive—Plug-ugly Lawyers Taking 
to Their Quick Fiate in Open Court- 
Shooting by Moonlight and Starlight and 
Twilight and Gteslight—Lynchers Digging 
Graves and Shot-gunning Their Enemies 
—Atrocious 
Crimes Upon 
Defenseless 
Women All Over the State—Song-subjects 
that the Peaceful Saengerfest May Trans- 
fer to Hell's Own Choir—A Villainous 
Smell of Sulphur." 


The Courier-Journal also presents a 
cartoon, inscribed " Deacon Smith 
Spying the Mote in Kentucky's Eye, 
While He Can't See the Beam in 
Ohio's." 
In the cartoon Deacon 
SMITH is mounted on a high platform, 
labeled "Gazette Lookout, R. Smith, 
Proprietor." The deacon has a tele- 
scopc in his hand, labeled "Cin. O. 
Gazette,'' and is gazing intently in the 
direction of Kentucky. His pockets 
are stuffed full of papers labeled "Cin. 
Gazette—Crime in Kentucky." All 
about the deacon are Ohio people, 
fighting, burning, shooting, stabbing, 
lynching, etc., etc., but the deacon 
sees them not, as his gaze is fixed in- 
tently upon Kentucky. 


The Courier-Journal says the details 
which it publishes were not gathered 
by correspondents sent to Ohio for 
that purpose, but were compiled from 
the Ohio papers themselves. 
The 
Courier-Journal adds : 


And sad, Indeed, woeful, is the tale they 
tell; of fathers imbrningr thoir iiaua.> in 
the blood of their own children ; of hus- 
bands cruelly, yet coolly, taking the lives 
of their wives ; of wives dispatching hus- 
bands whilst asleep ; of murders done for 
money ; of assassinations for revenge ; of 
brutal rapes and base seductions; of house- 
burnings and barn burnings ; of incest, 
forgery, arson, defalcation, elopement, 
perjury, everything 
from the highest 
crimes known to the law to the meanest, 
making the noon-day darker than mid- 
night, and stifling the prayers of the sur- 
vivors amid the curses and the wails that 
ascend to heaven from the grief-strirken 
population. 
The barbaric ages furnish 
nothing half so revolting. Never in the 
history of the world has life been any- 
where so unsafe as it is to-day in Ohio. 
Every thoroughfare is held by highway- 
men, who, not content with levying trib- 
ute upon the banks, subsidize the entire 
press of the state. Tramps rule where they 
do not destroy ; and so great is the terror- 
ism that the president at Washington dare 
not risk the safety of the dear friends and 
relatives he has left at home by ordering; 
the army to the rescue. 


Be it never said of Kentucky that she 
blanched or wavered in the face of such 
an emergency. 
An hundred thousand 
armed freemen stand ready to cross the 
river at a moment's notice. They burn to 
avenge the wrongs endured by their fellow 
citizens of crime-cursed Ohio. Their hearts 
are full and more than full of sympathy 
for their neighbors. The Good Deacon 
has only to say the word and we come ; 
we come, loyal men and true, never to 
give up the flght until ruffianism is driven 
from the soil, and the murderer and the 
debauchee are stiimped out forever.
